Matter Was Not Contested at All— 
Illinois V. P. C. E. to Meet at 
Springfield—Elgin Conference Ex­ 
tended the Pastoral Term—W. C. 
T. U. at Quincy. 


. Racine, Wis., Oct. 5.—The vote on the 
question of admission of women as del­ 
egates to the general conference was 
taken in the Methodist conference here 
yesterday. There was not the slightest 
contest over tile matter. The vote re­ 
sulted, for the women, 109; against, I; 
refusing to vote, 25. On the Colorado 
amendment, changing the ratio of min­ 
isterial representation, the vote in fa­ 
vor of the amendment was 105 to 104. 
Stevens Point secured the next confer­ 
ence. 
The delegates chosen for the 
general conference were W. P. Stowe, 
presiding elder of Oshkosh; Professor 
M. S. Terry, of Evanston, 111.; G. H. 
Trevor, of Fond du Lac; E. L. Eaton, 
of Milwaukee. A resolution was adop­ 
ted asking the bishop not to change the 
number of districts this year, and that 
the presiding elder shall hereafter be 
elected by the annual conference. There 
was also a resolution passed in favor of 
having official members of the church 
elected by the membership, and asking 
for equal representation of lay and min­ 
isterial delegates in the general confer­ 
ence. 
A resolution was adopted that it is 
inconsistent for any Methodist to pray 
for the overthrow of the saloon abom­ 
ination and then go to the polls and 
vote for men who will not pledge them­ 
selves to accomplish this end. 
To Meet at Springfield, IIL 
Bloomington, IU., Oct. 5.—Springfield 
has won in the contest for next year’s 
convention of the state Young People’s 
Society of Christian Endeavor. 
The 
slate for new officers was made up in 
the afternoon by the nominating com­ 
mittee of twenty-one members. 
The 
avowed candidate for president, Rev. 
Oliver W. Stewart, of 
Eureka, came 
very near being defeated by President 
A. E. Turner of Lincoln, w'hose name 
was suddenly sprung by the opposition. 
Rev. Mr. Stewart won by the narrow 
m argin of one vote, the totals stand­ 
ing: Stewart, ll; Turner, IO. 
The re­ 
maining delegates arrived in the city 
yesterday 
and it is estimated 
that 
fully 2,000 delegates and visitors have 
reached 
the 
city. 
To-day’s features 
include a conference of district, county 
and local union officers and superin­ 
tendents. In the evening series of de­ 
nominational rallies will be held. 
Pastoral Term Extended. 
Elgin, 111., Oct. 5.—The second day’s 
session of the Evangelical general con­ 
ference yesterday was presided over by 
Bishop Bowman. 
Ex-Mayor William 
Grote addressed the conference by in­ 
vitation. 
The recommendation from 
the annual conference extending the 
length of the pastoral term from three 
years to four was adopted by a vote 
of 75 to 13. Having received the dis­ 
ciplinary majority in both the annual 
and now also the general conference, it 
will be proclaimed as part of the regu­ 
lations of the church to go immediately 
into effect. 
TV. C. T. U. Convention Closes. 
Quincy, 111., Oct. 5.—The W. C. T. U. 
convention came to a close yesterday. 
A resolution demanding that Christian 
nations unite for the protection of Ar­ 
menians from Turkish atrocities was 
adopted. 
The place of holding next 
year’s convention was left with the ex­ 
ecutive committee. 


Indiana Temperance Women. 
Vincennes, Ind., Oct. 5.—The Wo­ 
m an’s Christian Temperance Union of 
Indiana is now holding its twenty-sec­ 
ond annual convention, which con­ 
vened yesterday in the Fifth Street 
Presbyterian church in this city. Five 
hundred delegates are in attendance. 


The Depression In Business Is Now Con­ 
sidered to Be Over With. 
New York, Oct. 5.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“Commercial 
failures in the third 
quarter of 1895 were 2,792, with liabil­ 
ities of $32,167,179, averaging $11,521 
per firm, against $10,028 last year, about 
15 per cent more. The rate of commer­ 
cial mortality, 2.34 failures in a quarter 
for every 1,000 firms in business, is low­ 
er than last year, and the proportion 
of defaulted liabilities to the solvent 
business 
represented 
by 
payments 
through clearing houses is but 2.49 per 
$1,000, against 2.77 last year. The de­ 
faulted liabilities per firm in business 
average $26.92, against $26.39 last year. 
The defaulted liabilities of the manu­ 
facturing class average $20,865, against 
$19,763 in the same quarter last year; 
in trading $8,577, against $6,443 last 
year, and the banking failures, not in­ 
cluded above, have been 31, with aver­ 
age liabilities of $114,000, against $110,- 
036 last year. 
In the third quarter, 
when failures are usually low, the aver­ 
age of liabilities in prosperous years 
falls below $10,000; the number below 
two in 1,000 firms; the defaulted liabil­ 
ities below $2 per $1,000 exchanges, and 
below $25 per firm in business. 
“This analysis indicates the condit/m 
approaching, but not yet reaching, one 
of general prosperity. 
Highly impor­ 
tant comparisons of prices this week 
show about Sept. 3 the lowest range 
ever known for wholesale prices of all 
commodities, notwithstanding advances 
since March of 20 per cent in cotton 
goods, 40 per cent in boots and shoes, 
and 53 per cent in iron and steel pro­ 
ducts, while in woolen goods there has 
been scarcely any advance, and in all 
food products taken together a fall of 
17 per cent. Comparisons show a fall 
in food products of 23.2 per cent in the 
five years since October, 1890, in woolen 
goods 22.5 per cent, in iron products 
16.4 per cent, and in cotton goods 12.5 
per cent, while boots and shoes are a 
little 
higher, and leather and hides 
much higher than five years ago. 
“The cotton market has mounted 
above 9 cents, and holds in spite of re­ 
alizing, but, as the crop is late and 
largely held back, does not yet feel the 
influence of the receipts natural at 
this date. Reports of injury and lower 
estimates of yield have impressed all 
minds, while few remember the stocks 
brought over. 
Receipts are growing, 
but for the month have been 255,000 
bales less than last year. W heat is a 
shade weaker, and Western receipts 
have been 6,550,494 bushels, against 4,- 
487.104 last year, while Atlantic exports 
have been only 1,038,179, bu., against 
2,791,489 last year. Corn is but little 
lower, though beginning to move quite 
largely. 
“The Pennsylvania road has ordered 
40,000 tons of steel rails, and other 
roads 85,000, but the steelmakers, hav­ 
ing bought their pig, bessemer is lower, 
and also gray forge, and the demand 
for 
finished 
products 
is 
decidedly 
smaller, so that the average of iron 
prices turns downward for the first 
time since February. 
Coke workers 
gain 6 per cent more wages, and coke is 
raised from 18 to 33 per cent. Wool 
speculation continues with enormous 
transactions, 10,960,200 pounds for the 
week, and for the month 
35,636,170 
pounds, of which 19,165,700 were do­ 
mestic, against 37,288,400 in 1892, of 
which 26,197,800 were domestic. But the 
average of 104 quotations is I cent 
lower than a month ago. The manufac­ 
turer is doing well in dress goods, and 
many specialties, but has lost a large 
share of the business in men’s woolens, 
and wool is I per cent higher, and 
goods 2 per cent lower than a year 
ago. 
“Failures in three days have been 
207 in the United States, against 219 
last year, and 41 in Canada, against 40 
last year.

to be lost with all on board. 
Constantinople, Oct. 5.— After a con­ 
ference of the ambassadors yesterday 
energetic representations were made to 
the Turkish 
foreign 
minister, com­ 
plaining of the excesses committed by 
the Mussulman populace on the pris­ 
oners and wounded, Monday and Tues­ 
day, many of whom were most cruelly 
maltreated. The representatives of the 
powers begged the foreign minister to 
take measures to prevent the foreign 
residents of Constantinople from suf­ 
fering and to restore order. 
The United States minister, Alexan­ 
der W. Terrill also made representations 
to the Turkish government, requesting 
that steps be taken to insure the safety 
of the United States missionaries in the 
Koumkapon 
quarter. 
The Turkish 
quarters are guarded throughout the 
night in order to prevent the Mussul­ 
man inhabitants from coming out and 
renewing the disturbance. 
The city is now tranquil, although It 
is still patrolled by troops and police, 
and there is yet much apprehension 
among the Armenians. 
At Tookurt- 
chesme, near Stamboul, the students 
and populace broke into an Armenian 
building, killed 
fifteen 
persons, and 
wounded thirty-five others. In addition; 
It is said that they conveyed them to the 
shore and threw them into the sea. At 
Hasskoin a number of Armenian houses 
were broken into and sacked by the 
Softas, who killed a number of Arme­ 
nians inhabiting these buildings. 
On 
the other hand, at Karqheumruk, near 
Stamboul, revolvers were fired 
from 
the windows of Armenian houses, and 
all the Armenian inhabitants were ar­ 
rested. 
At the invitation of the Armenian 
notables, acting at the request of the 
Turkish government,some of the Arme­ 
nians who had sought refuge in the 
Koumkapon cathedral have returned to 
their homes, but the majority refuse to 
leave the sacred edifice out of fear of 
being arrested and maltreated by the 
Turks. Arrests of Armenians continue 
to be made in all parts of the city, and 
the police are making domiciliary visits 
wherever the Armenians live and are 
searching all the Armenian 
stores. 
There were further troubles at 
Top- 
hane, during which about forty persons 
were wounded.

St. Paul’s Trial Trip Satisfactory. 
Gloucester, Mass., Oct. 5.—In her of­ 
ficial trial run yesterday between Cape 
Ann and Cape Porpoise, a distance of 
44.96 knots, the International Naviga­ 
tion company’s new steamer St. Paul 
averaged 20.50 knots an hour for four 
consecutive hours and established the 
right of being among the auxiliary 
cruisers of the United States and carry­ 
ing the United States mails. The St. 
Paul’s time did not equal that of her 
sister ship, the St. Louis, by 1.72 knots 
for the official run, but the conditions 
under which the run of the latter ship 
was made were much more favorable 
and the performance to-day of the St.

Powers WHI Be Embarrassed. 
London, Oct. 5.—Foreign Office offi­ 
cials have expressed the opinion that 
the disturbances at Constantinople will 
seriously embarrass the powers in their 
efforts to bring about reforms in Ar­ 
menia. 
They hold that a he^vy re­ 
sponsibility rests upon the Armenians

Distinguished 
Author 
Succumbs 
to 
Rheumatism of the Heart. 
New York, Oct. 5—Hjalmar Hjorth 
Boyesen, professor of the Germanic 
language and literature in Columbia 
College, died suddenly here yesterday 
from rheumatism of the heart. 
His 
death was sndden, as he was attending 
to his duties in his usual health at Co­ 
lumbia College Thursday. 
Hjalmar Hjorth Boyesen was born 
in Frederieksvaren, Norway, on Sept. 
23,1848, 
He received his preliminary 
education at the gymnasium at Chris­ 
tiana, and after a course of study at 
Leipsic, Germany, he was graduated 
in 1868, at the University of Norway. 
He came at once to the United States, 
and in 1869 became editor of the Fre- 
mad, a Scandinavian paper published in 
Chicago. 
He was appointed professor 
of German at Cornell in 1874, remaining 
until 1880, when he accepted the offer 
of the corresponding chair at Columbia 
College. Soon after his arrival in this 
country Professor Boyesen began con­ 
tributing stories in English to the 
magazines, and his verse and prose 
become popular. 
He was one of the 
founders of the Authors’ club of this 
city.

This 
caused a roar of laughter in the staid 
convention and the resolution waa 
passed with a few faint noes. 
The house of deputies transacted lit­ 
tle business before the joint session, 
save the announcement of the standing 
committees and the reference 
to the

the diocese of California, asking the 
consent of the house to the erection of 
a new diocese within the limits of the 
present see. 
The board of managers presented at 
lengthy printed report to the board of 
missions. Among other matters it had 
adopted a resolution that it was incon­ 
sistent to 
receive grants in money 
from the United States for any of its 
schools. An appropriation of $40,000 a 
year has been made for work among 
the colored people, and a commission 
was named to supervise it

THE END MAY COME AT ANY 
MINUTE. 


B R IEF B IT S OF L O C A L NEWS. 


Mao Who Was Crushed By a Train 
Last Night Has But a Frail Hold 
Hold 
on 
Life—His Chest Was 
□ Broken In and His Arm Ground to 
Pulp. 


With the left wall of his chest 
crushed in and his left arm but a mass 
of bleeding pulp, George S. Crutiss, of 
McHenry, 111., was palled from be­ 
neath the wheels of a Chicago 
Northwestern box car in the Janes­ 
ville yards last night. 
“For God’s sake, boys, take me 
somewhere and get a doctor quick! 
I 
am hurt worse than you think for!” 
he gasped as the night crew carried 
him to the freight depot. 
Five min­ 
utes later the fire patrol wagon was 
spinning up the street on itB errand 
of mercy and half an hour later 
Curtiss was ly lug in bed at the Pal 
mer hospital with death almost star 
ing him in the face. 
“ The chances are very much against 
Curtiss’ recovery” said Br. Joe Whit­ 
ing this morning, he being in charge 
of the case today, Dr. Palmer being 
absent from the city. 
“Of course he 
may get well, but he haB suffered 
rather severe internal hemorrhage.” 
Fell Beneath the W heels. 
Curtis had been running a “cane 
rack” at the county fair at Jefferson, 
and came down from that city at 10:45 
o’clock last night on his way his home 
at McHenry. 
After sitting in the de­ 
pot awhile,he went down in the yards 
and learned that the “stock freight” 
was an hour late, and could not leave 
until 11:30 p. rn. 
Although the train 
does not carry passengers, Curtis de­ 
cided to go down on it. 
Men at work 
about the yards saw him push the rack 
he used in the “ring-the-cane” busi­ 
ness into an empty box car. 
As he 
gave the framework the final shove, 
the train started and Curtis attempted 
to jump aboard. 
A crunching of bones followed, and 
blood 
spurted 
over 
the 
trucks 
of the car. 
Curtis had missed his 
footing and the wheels had gone over 
him. 
He fell with his left arm bent 
and the wheels had split it open be 
tween the shoulder and the elbow, be 
side crushing the hand and the upper 
part of the arm to a pulp. 
Arm Was Am antated 
The men who saw the accident has­ 
tened to Curtis’ assistance. 
He was 
conscious, and told them to hurry up 
and get a doctor. As soon as he was 
taken to the freight depot a call was 
sent for 
the ambulance. 
Dr. Joe 
Whiting was in the wagon, and when 
it arrived he 
told 
the 
men to 
telephone for Dr. W. H. Palmer, 
the 
company’ 
surgeon. 
This 
was done and after Curtis had been 
cared for temporarily, he was taken 
to 
the Palmer Memorial hospital. 
Then it was decided that the crushed 
arm musk be amputated and the oper­ 
ation was performed by Dr. Palmer 
with the assistance of Dr, Whiting, 
Captain Evenson and E. B. Heitn- 
street. 
“Save as mueh of the arm as you 
can,” Curtis said while the anesthetic 
was being given. 
The surgeons did 
so, but about three inches of it was 
all that remained. 
He showed much 
endurance after his injury and with­ 
stood the pain like a soldier. Whethc r 
or not he will survive the accident re­ 
mains to be seen, but his injuries are 
very severe. 
Boues Crushed Like Paper. 
He must have have fallen under the 
car, landing on his left 6ide, ss the in­ 
juries were all on that side. 
Beside 
the crushing of the arm, which was 
literally ground up, the injury to the 
chest was extensive. 
The left wall 
was crushed in in a dangerous man­ 
ner and several ribs broken. 
This in­ 
jury caused the internal hemorrhage 
which came afterward and lessened 
the chances of recovery. 
Curtis is about forty years of age 
and said his home was at McHenry. 
He was said to be a painter by trade, 
but has been following the county 
fairs with his cane rack. 
He was 
here last month and had just left Jef­ 
ferson where the fair ended yesterday. 
He has a wife and six children who 
were notified of the accident last 
night. 
A message was also sent to 
to his father who resides at Elgin, 111. 
At 
four o’clock this 
afternoon 
Curtis’ condition was unchanged. 
His 
death way occur at any moment.

COOLEY AIR SH IP A S U C C E S S

Rochester, N. Y., Special:—Two tests 
of the Cooley air ship were made yes­ 
terday in this city, the second one be­ 
ing successful. 
After drawing ail the 
ropes tight Mr. Cooley gave the signal 
and the ship shot up with surprising 
rapidity. 
A strong west 
wind 
was 
blowing at the time and the pet and 
pride of the inventor sailed in a mo­ 
ment across the meadowr to a tree and 
entangled one of the ropes in it. This 
caused the ship to shift its position so 
that it no longer faced the wind, and 
it made a dive to the earth amid the 
laments of a thousand spectators. When 
Mr. Cooley reached the ship he found 
it, to all 
appearances, 
a 
complete 
wreck, but he set to work with a wilt 
and soon found that he would be able 
to use but a single set of sails on the 
next trial, for the cross spars 
were 
broken in several parts. 
The useless 
set of sails were accordingly removed, 
and with the help of several men tho 
ship was again placed in an erect po­ 
sition, the ropes tightened and fastened, 
and several extra braces added to as­ 
sure stability of the two parts. About 
5 o’clock all was in readiness for tho 
second trial and the ship was carried 
far out in the meadow away from any 
dangerous trees, and ten men held the 
ropes preparatory to the signal from 
the inventor. When finally the signal 
came the ship arose slowly in the ail 
to the height of 200 feet, and instead 
of darting downward it stayed right 
where it wTas. It was evident too, that 
it wished to go higher, for it tugged at 
its ropes, and then 
finding that 
it 
could not go farther began its course 
downward with great ease. It alighted 
about 5C0 feet from the spot of its Hight 
upward and settled slowiy to the earth 
without damage.
